THE) O'CONNOR BILJU . 


The railroad contest in California 


is practically ended by the defeat of 
the Archer bill, and the best that is 
uow expected trill come from the 
passage of the O'Connor bill, which 
has passed the Senate, and is likely 
to become a law. The-bill as origin 
•ally introduced by the Senator from 
Nevada county provided for the ap- 
pointment 
of 
one Commissioner, 


with duties mainly confined to the 
collection and tabulation of statistics 
fashioned after the law which baa 
been for several yean in force in 
Ohio. 
As passed by the Senate 


three Commissioners are to be ap- 
pointed at a salary of $3,000 per 
year, and a clerk at 91,800. Inter 
polated in the bill also, is a clause 
which the Committee on Corpora- 
tions state was introduced because of 
the recent experience in Wisconsin, 
declaring that the rates of fare and 
freight in force on all the railroads 
of the State on the 1st of January 
last be the maximum rates in force 
for the future. A second chapter in 
the bill is designed to prevent extor- 
tion and discrimination, which also 
contains a clause regulating the issue 
of stop-over tickets, and declaring 
that the same shall be good for six 
•days. We have been led to expect 
more favorable legislation upon the 
subject, but the Democrats have al- 
lowed themselves to be controlled by 
the railroad oligarchy. And that is 
where they have made a great mis- 
take. 


CORRUPTION AT BOMB. 


While we of the Pacific Coast have 


gloried in Secretary Bristow's ef- 
forts to prevent corruption in the 
East, we shall be equally gratified to 
.have him expose and punish those 
who are guilty of such abuses on 
this coast. An opportunity will soon 
be afforded him. Hon. D. L. Phil- 
lips, who spent some months in Cal- 
ifornia investigating the Beveuue 
and Customs service on the Pacific 
•Coast, has made a full report of his 
observations to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the report will un- 
doubtedly be made the basis of im- 
portant action looking for the refor- 
mation of abuses on the Pacific Coast. 
These abuses, be says, are the in- 
evitable results of the vicious politi- 
cal system which gives the local 
politicans tbe control of appoint- 
ments, which should rest with the 
Executive. It is more objectionable 
on the Pacific Slope than elsewhere, 
on account of the remoteness of those 
'States from the national capital. The 
-offices have been used by Senators 
•and Representatives to secure their 
re-election to and continuance in 
office, and responsibility seems to be 
to them instead of the head of the 
Government. It is understood that 
•Col. Phillips has not made charges 
against individuals, but has placed 
the Treasury Department in posies- 
sion of facts establishing tbe corrup- 


OUR NBW STATB PRISON. 


The Board of State Prison Com 


miaaioners paid our town an official 
visit to examine the progress and 
quality of the work done on the State 
Prison walls, and Messrs. J. B. Kit 
trell, Attorney General, and J. D 
Minor, Secretary of State, returned 
by rail to Carson yesterday, evidently 
well pleased with the work dona by 
the contractor. The Governor stil 
remains closely examining the walls 
and towers so far finished, and the 
workmen as they place block after 
block of stone in the massive wall, 
apparently desirous of his 
own 


knowledge to pledge as to the merit 
of the work, expressing in terms of 
highest commendation, his opinion 
that the work is the most substantial 
and design as pleasing to the eye as 
he, through a long life and experi- 
ence in such matters, has ever had 
come under his notice. The build- 
ing of this prison being a cherished 
object of the Governor, it is but nat 
ural that he should take more than 
the ordinary official interest in its 
construction, being anxious that the 
State should have a secure residence 
for her convicts on the line of the 
great trans-continental railroad and
